2016 and shutter their Australian factories after 91 years of 
assembly and manufacturing in that country. The last Falcon 
known as the FG X was just introduced in November. The 
last Falcon has a strong family resemblance to the current 
Mustang and Fusion as you can see in the following link: 
http://www.caradvice.com.au/307502/2015-ford-falcon- 
specifications-detailed/. 

Prior to Ford’s decision to drop the Falcon, there had been 
discussion about developing the car for global car markets, 
but Ford ultimately decided against that idea. Through its 
56 years of production the Falcon stayed true to its original 
design principles as a relatively large four door with RWD, 
primarily powered with Ford's last l-6 engines, as well as V8s 
and more recently, the I-4s. 

At approximately the same time that Ford ends 
manufacturing in Australia, rivals GM-H and Toyota will 
do the same, bringing sudden death to the once vibrant 
Australian motor industry.

The 1963 Shop Manuals for the subject 
engines advise that to clean the air 
cleaner element it is necessary to spin 
the element with a holding fixture and 
1/4" electric drill for 2 minutes in a 
clean empty 5 gallon grease can or its 
equivalent. 

A simple holding fixture for this 
spinning operation can be made from two 
PBSM-9661-A air cleaner covers (avail-

able as a “MC” item), a piece of 5/16"- 
18 x 3.5" screw stock and a 5/16"-18 
wing nut as shown in Figure 1. The 
screw should be welded securely in the 
center of the upper air cleaner cover. 
The bottom cover should have eight 1/2" 
diameter holes drilled in it as indicated 
to permit air to enter behind the element. 

No cleaning solution of any type should 
be used on the element. This procedure 
is an air dry cleaning method. It is im- 
portant to hold the 1/4" electric drill 
with both hands at the beginning of the 
spin cycle to compensate for the initial 
torque required to start the element 
spinning. It is also important to hold the 


element down in the container sufficiently 
to catch the spray coming from the spin 
operation. 

Observe all necessary safety precau- 
tions recommended when using the 
electric drill. 

The electric drill used should produce 
between 1700 and 2000 RPM—no load. 

The air cleaner element will continue 
to have an oily appearance after being 
cleaned by the aforementioned method. 
This does not impair the effectiveness 
of the element, if cleaned as recom- 
mended, and should not be used as a 
basis for replacement before the recom- 
mended interval.

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From Buyer's Digest of New Car Facts for 1963 


Sometimes it’s almost as tough to name 
a new Car as it is to create one. Here are 
some historic names, and the intriguing 

Stories behind them... 


"Names make news!" That's true in Hollywood, sports, 
politics—and automobiles. Picking the right name for the 
right car can be a delicate art. 

Since the dawn of the automobile, nearly 3,000 car 
makes have come—and mostly gone—leaving behind 
only the memory of names radiating patriotism, nostalgia 
and pride in product. 

Years ago, car namers were hamstrung by the tendency 
to regard the automobile as simply a "horseless carriage.’ 
Those early names showed it: Phaeton, Berline, coach, 
Autobuggy, Autohorse, Bugmobile, Rigs-That-Run, 
Buggyabout, limousine (the French word for “closed 
carriage"), and an 1899 creation actually called Horsey 
Horseless Carriage! Even after the auto industry began 
thinking along more modern lines, certain names 
kept cropping up. Between 1900 and 1935, fourteen 
manufacturers called their cars the American, while Eagle, 
Detroit and Standard appeared eight times each. 

Searching for inspiration, manufacturers named cars 
after at least nine U. S. Presidents, wild animals (Buffalo, 
Colt, Lion and Panther), insects (Cricket, Wasp), playing 
cards (Jacks, King, Queen), mythological gods and 
goddesses (Atlas, Apollo), literary heroes (Ben Hur), Indian 
tribes (Iroquois, Mohawk), flowers (American Beauty, 
Magnolia), dogs (Greyhound, Whippet) and celestial bodies 
(Moon, Star). 

Some manufacturers applied simple names to their 
cars. The famous Stutz was named after its designer, 
Harry C. Stutz, although the company later tacked the 
nickname Bearcat onto its "oh-you-kid" sports model. And 
the stately Duesenberg bore the name of its inventor, 
Augie Duesenberg. The Pierce-Arrow also was named 
for its designer, George N. Pierce, who added the “Arrow” 
to indicate speed and accurate roadability. Yet another 
memorable car name was the REO—the initials of its 
designer, Ransom E. Olds. And in 1908, when Henry Ford 
brought out his "universal car" he gave it a no-nonsense 
moniker, "Model T^ 
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Sometimes, cars are named by accident. In 1908, 
designers Otto Zachow and William Besserdich were 
testing a new car that could drive through deep snow. "It 
digs like a badger,’ Zachow exclaimed happily. "That's it!” 
shouted Besserdich. “We'll call it the Badger!” 

That same year saw the introduction of the oddly named 
Octoauto—a weird eight-wheeled vehicle that vanished 
in 1911. And five years later car buyers gawked at the 
Duck, a strange-looking car in which the driver actually sat 
behind the passengers. What that did to complaints about 
“backseat driving” is not recorded! 

In 1914, an automobile called the Vulcan appeared on 
the market—named for the ancient god of fire. And in 
1931, along came the Rockne, a passenger car named after 
the famous Notre Dame football coach, Knute Rockne. 

Of course, some names seem to suit their cars to a "T^ 
In 1955, for example, Ford wanted a name suggesting 
impressive power, swiftness and rugged good looks 
for a precedent-setting new automobile. The choice: 
Thunderbird—after an American Indian luck symbol—the 
legendary god said to cause both thunder and lightning. 
The Ford Fairlane is named for Henry Ford's estate in 
Dearborn, Michigan. Originally, Ford had named the estate 
after the little lane that wound by his father’s home in 
Ireland's County Cork. And the Ford Galaxie is named for 
the stars that modern technology is bringing more and 
more within reach. 

There are only so many car names—a fact shown by the 
little-known story behind the naming of Ford’s best-selling 
economy car, the Falcon. In 1959, Ford officials waded 
through thousands of possible names before deciding 
on Falcon—named after the bird famed for its swiftness 
and agility. A scant 15 minutes after Ford filed Falcon with 
the name registry bureau maintained in Detroit by the 
Automobile Manufacturers Association, an other car maker 
submitted the same name. But there is still only one Falcon!
